To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tSie  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  sixteenth  Annual  Report 
since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration.  Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services 
and  has  similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Ripponden  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Hepton.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1962  show  no  significant  change 
from  those  of  previous  years.  The  birth  rate  of  15.2  is  higher 
than  before  but  still  well  below  the  national  figure.  The  death 
rate  is  comparatively  large  and  reflects  the  proportion  of  aged 
persons  in  the  community.  The  causes  of  death  were  again 
those  associated  with  advancing  years,  particularly  degenera- 
tive conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  but  there  was  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer, 
the  commonest  type  being  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  estimated 
population  of  the  district  shows  a further  decline  in  1962. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  Measles  returned  after  two  years  absence 
and  a considerable  number  of  cases  were  notified  in  the  last 
months  of  the  year.  The  only  other  notifications  received  were 
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in  respect  of  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which,  as 
was  reported  last  year,  is  becoming  much  less  prevalent.  This 
is  due  to  a combination  of  factors,  including  better  housing 
and  nutrition,  better  facilities  for  early  diagnosis  and  treat' 
men!  and  the  protection  of  contacts  and  young  people  with 
B.C.G.  vaccine. 

For  the  second  successive  year  no  cases  of  whooping 
cough  have  been  notified  in  Hebden  Royd.  The  steady 
decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this  debilitating  infection  of 
young  children  is  largely  due  to  the  popularity  of  immunisa- 
tion, which  has  been  simplified  by  the  introduction  of 
combined  vaccines.  At  present  some  70%  of  babies  in  the 
district  are  protected  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria, 
and  tetanus,  either  at  the  clinic  or  by  their  family  doctor. 

In  January  and  February  the  health  department  was 
mandated  with  demands  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  in 
view  of  the  publicity  given  to  the  outbreaks  in  Bradford  and 
elsewhere  in  the  country.  There  were  no  contacts  of  cases  in 
this  area  and  as  there  was  no  reason  to  advocate  vaccination 
of  the  general  public  our  staff  was  available  to  assist  in 
affected  parts  of  the  county.  The  scarcity  of  vaccination 
lymph  at  the  time  caused  serious  inconvenience  to  travellers 
who  required  valid  international  certificates  and  some  em- 
barrassing situations  when  distant  authorities  made  vaccina- 
tion a condition  for  children  returning  to  school,  students 
returning  to  college,  patients  being  admitted  to  hospital  and 
even  prisoners  being  accepted  for  detention. 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  be  administered  by 
the  Hebden  Royd  and  Hepton  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittee. In  the  course  of  the  year  447  patients  received  2,315 
treatments  at  the  chiropodists’  surgeries  and  a further  157 
patients  who  were  unable  to  attend  at  a surgery  received  833 
treatments  at  home.  This  represents  an  increase  of  10%  in 
the  number  of  treatments  carried  out  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

The  work  of  the  mental  health  service  was  first  reported 
last  year  and  the  figures  for  1962  show  a further  increase  in 
the  demands  on  the  service.  Admissions  of  patients  to  hospital 
have  increased  by  over  50%  and  almost  twice  as  many  visits 
have  been  paid  by  the  mental  welfare  officers.  Much  of  this 
has  been  due  to  the  establishment  of  an  acute  psychiatric 
unit  in  the  Halifax  General  Hospital  in  which,  for  the  first 
time,  treatment  has  been  available  locally.  There  has  been 
a rapid  turnover  of  patients  in  this  unit,  with  the  emphasis 
on  keeping  the  mentally  il!  in  the  community  as  far  as 
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possible  and  maintaining  supervision  and  contact  through  the 
out-patients  department  and  psychiatric  social  club.  This  is  a 
most  encouraging  development,  although  it  produces  an  in- 
creasing volume  of  work  for  the  local  health  authority’s  staff. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department,  protecting  the 
health  of  the  community  and  improving  living  conditions  in 
the  district,  continues  unabated.  This  is  particularly  the  case 
with  regard  to  food  inspection  and  a considerable  effort  has 
been  required  to  ensure  a full  inspection  of  every  carcass  at 
the  slaughterhouse  in  view  of  the  marked  increase  in  the 
throughput.  Many  samples  have  been  taken  from  private 
water  supplies  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  once  again 
it  is  a matter  of  concern  that  so  many  of  them  show  evidence 
of  pollution.  Unfortunately  only  in  a few  cases  is  mains  water 
available  as  an  alternative,  and  these  are  being  dealt  with 
as  sufficient  evidence  accumulates.  In  the  housing  statistics  it 
is  reported  that  although  only  eleven  new  dwellings  were 
completed  a further  twenty  houses  were  modernised  with  the 
aid  of  grants.  These  improvement  schemes  are  vital  for  the 
preservation  of  our  older  properties  and  landlords  as  well  as 
owner-occupiers  must  receive  every  encouragement  to  take 
advantage  of  them. 

In  conclusion,  1 wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and  to 
thank  Mr.  Tindall,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  most 
willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous  prob- 
lems of  the  Health  Department.

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SECTION  II 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in  children), 
and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub- 
normal patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.,  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required  ; they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  ” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Council  took  over  the  control  of  the 
ambulance  service  towards  the  end  of  1947.  The  area  served 
by  the  Todmorden  Ambulance  Depot  now  includes  Hebden 
Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered  by  the  Halifax 
Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an  agency  agreement. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health)  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and 
Bradford  and  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at 
Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
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By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also 
issued,  in  accordance  with  approved  arrangements.

W.R.G.C.  Preventive  Health  Services 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

PITT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.— The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance, 
together  with  the  Health  Visitors,  and  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic 
similarly  staffed  was  held  every  Tuesday  morning.  The 
School  Clinic  was  held  every  Wednesday  morning  and  was 
attended  by  a doctor.  Sunlight  clinics  were  held  every  Mon- 
day afternoon  and  Thursday  morning. 

SCOUT  ROAD  METHODIST  SUNDAY  SCHOOL.— 
The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  attendance 
on  alternate  weeks.

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  convenience  of  mothers. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  are  available  for  use 
in  the  homes  in  cases  requiring  them. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 
Midwifery  Service 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts ; the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  the 
Mytholmroyd,  Luddenden  Foot  and  Midgley  districts.

Analgesia 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District.  Their  areas  are  similar 
to  those  worked  by  the  two  midwives. 


D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1962,  77  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  8,757  as  compared  with  9,202  hours  the  previous 
year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  77  cases  attended  in  1962,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons  65  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  12  maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub-normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Halifax 
Royal  Infirmary  and  at  Todmorden  and  has  helped  to  forge 
a valuable  link  with  the  hospital  services.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace 
and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1962,  1,195  visits  were 
paid  to  3.30  households  in  the  division.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Waterworks  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  thirteenth  annual 
report  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 

During  the  year,  over  400  more  inspections  were  made 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Most  of  this  increase  was  in 
connection  with  nuisances,  inspection  of  dwellinghouses  and 
drainage. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  an  appreci- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  dwellinghouses  connected  to 
the  public  water  mains.  Approximately  81%  of  the  houses  in 
the  area  now  have  mains  water  installed. 

In  July,  a second  atmospheric  pollution  recording  station 
was  set  up  at  the  Council  Offices,  Hebden  Bridge.  In  the  six 
months  covered  by  this  report  some  interesting  comparative 
figures  were  obtained. 

Another  noteable  milestone  was  the  mechanisation  of 
refuse  handling  at  the  tip.  This  has  proved  very  successful 
both  from  a practical  point  of  view  and  economically  as 
well. 


Last  year  I reported  that  the  throughput  at  the  slaughter- 
house was  the  highest  since  1954  (when  the  slaughterhouse 
was  re-opened)  and  was,  indeed  40%  higher  than  1960.  This 
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year,  throughput  was  actually  double  that  of  1961.  To  cope 
with  this  enormous  increase  in  addition  to  all  other  duties 
has  placed  a considerable  burden  upon  myself  and  my 
assistant,  Mr.  Helliwell. 

1 would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
willing  assistance  given  by  my  staff,  both  technical,  admin- 
istrative and  manual. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  Dr.  N.  E.  Gordon, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whose  invaluable  advice 
always  so  readily  given  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  to  the 
other  chief  officers  of  the  Council  who  have  willingly  pro- 
vided certain  information  from  their  records  for  inclusion  in 
this  report. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I thank  you  and  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  support  you  have  given  to  any  progressive 
schemes  put  before  you.
